au d no bo dy ever thinks o f vo icing any 
disappro val. 
M r..Sm ith vividly describes the French 
street fair in all its details—the m erry - 
go -ro und au d the great no ise by its o r­ 
gan, the tlieatre-circu s, the wheels o f 
fo rtu ne, kno cking balls fo r prizes, the 
sho o ting gallery , the heavy ham m er 
m an, the pin-wheel m an, the pho no ­ 
graph, the fan pedler, the venders o f 
knick-knacks, and the vario us bo o ths 
selling gau dy trinkets au d no tio ns, etc.

Oxford, Ohio, Ort 2.—Blood splash­ 
ed on the streets of this usually quiet 
v illage last night and b ullets whis­ 
tled 
promiscuously In a desperate 
shooting affray and riot that attended 
the v isit of two b elligerent Kentuck­ 
ians, one of whom. sorely wounded, 
was rescued from the hands of a mob 
while a rope attached to his neck was 
dangling ov er a tree limb and h o was 
on his knees praying b efore b eing 
launched into eternity. 
Flying b ullets desperately wounded 
four men. while a fifth escaped death 
b y a narrow margin, 
sev eral b alls 
piercing his clothes. 
The riot whith 
led to the attem pted lynching and to 
the wildest night that Oxford has seen 
since the negro Henry Corb in was 
lynched for the murder of Mrs. Hor­ 
ner, was caused b y tho attem pt of 
Marshal John Woodruff to arrest.
